Sometime during the next few yeaf$ some uncommonly 
interesting new histories of the Revolutionary War ought to be 
written. 
The William L. Clements Library of the University of 
Michigan has just acquired a vast bundle of letters, diaries and 
other documents written by Hessian officers who served with the 
British ti c ops in America during the Revolution. 
For a century 
and a half these papers rested in a trunk in a German castle, and 
no historian ever saw them. Now they are to be made available 
for presentation to the public. 
Tile Hessians have always been the villians of the Revo­ 
lutionary story. 
But even the most unimaginative student must 
have wondered about them occasionally. 
What did these hired 
soldiers think of the epoch-making struggle in which they had 
been paid t otake part? 
What sort of a time did they have in 
America ? How did they get along with their red-coated comrades 
in arms, and what were their opinions of the ragged continentals? 
y So far we have never been able to do anything but guess. 
There has been an indication or two, of course. It is known, for 
instance, that of 30,000 Hessian soldiers brought to America 
during the war, only 17,000 returned to Germany after peace 
had been signed. 
Many, of course, had been killed in action; 
but many more, sick of the war and attracted by the open new 
country, had deserted and become pioneer settlers. 
How many 
old American families, one wonders, could ti ace their ancestry 
back to some disgruntled hireling of the Landgrave of Hesse- 
Cassel who went A. W. 0. L. and forgot to return ? 
Now we are about to find out in considerable detail just 
what the Hessians felt about everything; and it ought to make 
mighty absorbing reading. 
As the quaint old tombstone in the 
3cs.cn cemetery says, the Hessians carne 3,000 miles and died 
“to keep the past upon its throne.” 
They failed; and so far 
they have been m ute ae*ere in the drama. 
History will be the 
richer when their private thoughts are finally spread upon the 
record.

THE LOGICAL SOLUTION- - 
Rural communities with read building problems on their 
bands should think twice before constructing single-lane pave­ 
ments which can take care of only an extremely limited amount 
of traffic. Any saving in first cost on such a road is more than 
off-set by extra cost for widening as traffic grows. 
A still greater objection to the single-lane highway is 
its tendency to increase accidents. 
It is said that the average 
driver on such a road will be on the pavement most of the time. 
But it is when he is getting off or on the pavement, or “in the 
rough,” that accidents happen. 
As the amount of traffic in­ 
creases, the single-lane highway is extremely dangerous. 
By using the modern, inexpensive, waterproof surfaces, 
rural communities can build weatherproof, year-round roads, of 
full width, for $5,000 a mile or less. 
Maintenance cost is low 
and such roads are as satisfactory as the most expensive type of 
highway save when there is an excessive amount of traffic. 
This 
is the logical solution to the country road problem. 


THE WHEAT SITUATION— 
Wheat prices in the United States may have been rising 
recently, but whether a substantial recovery is about to begin 
will depend largely on the status of Canadian and European wheat 
crops, according to a bulletin just issued by the Alexander Ham­ 
ilton Institute. 
This bulletin points out that the total wheat supply in the 
United States this year will be approximately 
1,110,000,000 
bushels ,as compared with a domestic demand of slightly more 
than 700,000,000 bushels. 
Hie winter wheat crop was smaller 
than last year’s, but the spring wheat crop showed a gain, and 
there is an increase of 62,000,000 bushels in the amount of 
wheat carried over from the year before. 
These figures will hardly provoke excessive optimism. 
Bumper crops north of the Canadian border and beyond the 
seas could maen another very difficult ye„r for the wheat grow­ 
er* of the United State*.
